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Ms Golota called because the amendment filed 7-28-2009 was thought to have been sent in 
response to a non-final Office Action rather than to a Final Office Action, whereas the Advisory 

Action mailed 8-10-2009 was a response to an Amendment after Final Rejection. 

Examiner Herman found that the Advisory Action mailed 8-10-09 was an inadvertent error. 
The non- final Office Action mailed 02-03-2009 had been incorrectly entered in the PALM 
system as a Final Rejection, although the cover letter showed a Non-Final Rejection and there 
was no final rejection paragraph in the body of the Office Action. 

Applicant filed an amendment in response to the Office Action mailed 2-3-09 in consideration of 
the Non-Final documents received. 

The amendment received 7-28-2009 was entered as an Amendment after Final Rejection because 
of the incorrect final status discussed above, thus generating an Advisory Action in response. 
The Advisory Action was mailed 08-10-2009. 

The 3-2-2009 Final Rejection status has now been corrected to a Non-Final Action status. The 
status of the amendment received 7-28-2009 has been changed to a response to the 3/2009 non- 
final rejection. 

The Advisory Action mailed 08-10-2009 has been withdrawn. 

Applicant's 7-28-2009 amendment will be reconsidered by the Examiner and a response mailed 
to applicant. The time period for response will be reset to start from the mailing date of the 
Examiner's response to Applicant's amendment.
